WASHINGTON.—(/P;—By 4G to 44, 


the senate Tuesday refused to levy 
an additional one-year emergency tax 
of 10 per cent on all individual in- 
come tax returns in 1935. 


H also rejecte dwithoul a roll call a 


proposal to boost surtaxes beyond the 
finance committee rates which already 
are higher than existing levies. 


The 10 per cent emergency tax, pro- 


posed by Senator Couzens. Republi- 
can, Michigan, would have raised an 
estimated $55,000,000. The higher sur- 
taxes, suggested by 
Senator 
King. 


Democrat. Utah, would have yielded 
another $40,000,000. 


There still was conceded to be a 


chance of adopting higher inheritance 
levies which would bring in an addi- 
tional $92,000,000. Senator La Follctte, 
Republican, Wisconsin, will propose 
such an amendment. 


Chairman Harrison, Democrat. Mis- 


sissippi, 
of the 
finance committee 


swung the decision against the Coiu- 
ens amendment. 
He previously had 


announced be would accept the pro- 
posal and let il go to conference with 
the house, but explained "consider- 
able opposition" had arisen and since 
he was speaking only for himself and 
the committee had not recommended 
the proposition, he elected to stand 
by the committee. House administra- 
tion leaders also had expressed O|.po- 
sition to the proposal. 


The vote was so close that a re- 


capitulation was ordered. It disclosed 
a tie. 45 to 45, which was sufficient to 
defeat it. But Couzens switched from 
"aye" to "no" to move consideration 
He expects to seek another vote later. 


Couzens argued it was "cowardly" 


to refuse to adopt higher income taxes 
to help pay the expenses of the huge 
recovery program. He contended the 
10 per cent, which would have meant 
a tax return of -110 on a -100 tax due, 
would have hit the higher incomes 
adn meant no increase over existing 
taxes until net incomes of $3,000 were 
reached. 


La Kollette supported the amend- 


ment, sayinir the "actual additional 
burden is a very reasonable require- 
ment in limes like these." 


Senator Borah. Republican. Idaho, 


thought (he added 10 por cent would 
bear loo heavily on the small tax- 
payer and wiuld discourage invest- 
ment in small businesses, hut voted 
for it on

1 ground of emergency 


needs. 


Borah assailed holding companies 


which, he said, avoid taxes by enjoy- 
ing the privilege of deducting fiom 
grots income dividends received on 
stock in other corporations. He has an 
amendment pending to take away this 
right, as well as one to increase the 
penalty tax for filing consolidated re- 
turns from 2 to 4 per cent.

She 
said her father mortgaged the place 
for 515.000 to build the pool. 


Miss Astor said she received only a 


small part of her 5461,000 earnings hi; 
collected as her manager from 1920 to

'.- Inflation became respectable. Rand 
and his pals were in and -out of the 
White House. Soon Washington was 
customarily ..regarding the committee's 
latest recommendations as the admin- 
istration's next 
currency 
moves— 


Roosevelt .always seemed to follow 
along. 


That honeymoon ended with dollar 


devaluation. The committee wanted 
more devaluation and inflation and a 
"Central Monetary 
Authority"—the 


issue on which Thomas, .suspecting a 
Wall Street plot, broke with it. 


Roosevelt wasn't having any of its 


newest proposals. Next you knew, the 
committee, jumping to a new front— 
was savagely attacking the, New Deal 
stock market control bill and hurling 
its Dr. Wirt at us.

School? Don't Mention It Before Chil- 


dren Preparing For It' 


The best way to prepare a child 


fcr school, according to Olive Rob- 
erts Barton, is to be silent about 
H. She tells why in this-article in 
her series on modern Child Train- 
ing. 


Long before a child starts to school 


he sets up a mental wall against it. 
Although he may not be entirely prej- 
udiced and may in some respects even 
show a genuine enthusiasm for some- 
thing new, almost always there is a 
shrinking away from the untried. 


Added to this are other influences 


that seem to vibrate, in the very air 
he breathes. 


If he is a sensitive, shy child who 


has a terror of other children, even 
nice children, he may brood for some 
months ahead of time over the ordeal 
confronting him. He won't show it 
but he fixes a day in his mind, just 
as Ihe condemned watches the calen- 
dar marked with a black "x" and the 
approach of that day may bring pe- 
culiar changes in his behavior. 


Possibly the mother senses this and 


begins to .talk about how nice school j 
is, "how much he'll love it, and how ' 
kind everybody is. 


Less Said the Better 


This may help some, but in one 


way she may as well save her breath. 
He 'knows he has to mix with strang- 
ers and all the words in the world 
cant change his fact. 


My own notion is that the less said 


about it the better, for a child is nat- 
urally suspicious of any artificial bol- 
stering. The idea is not to dodge the 
issue, but to set about preparing for 
the inevitable in another way. 


If possible, have him make friends 


with two or three companionable chil- 
dren who will be in the same begin- 
ners class as -himself, some time be- 
fore the fatal day arrives. If he feels
